Senate Acts 
to Broaden 
School Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Sen- 


ate today voted to broaden the 
$2.55 billion school aid bill to per- 
mit spending for general operat- 
ing expenses of public grade and 
high schools. 


It adopted, 51-39, an amendment 


by Sen. Winston L. Prouty, R-Vt., 
to permit use of the federal mon- 
ey for such things as bus trans- 
portation, textbooks, janitor and 
clerical services, and libraries. 


This was the first change in the 


bill voted by the Senate in six 
days of floor debate, but it was 
made with.the support of the floor 
manager for the measure, Sen. 
Wayne Morse, D-Ore. It also was 
understood to have the concur- 
rence of the Kennedy administra- 
tion. 


The bill originally would have 


limited use of the federal funds to 
teacher salaries and school con- 
struction. The amendment did not 
increase the amount of the grants. 


Prouty contneded some states 


need .such things as libraries for 
their schools more than new 
buildings or raises for teachers. 


However, the amendment was 


opposed both by foes of federal 
aid to education and by some sup- 
porters of the bill. 


The bill cleared a major hurdle 


in the Senate Monday with 61-25 
defeat of an amendment by Sen. 
Prescott Bush, R-Conn., barring 
and to schools which are not mak- 
ing progress in achieving racial 
integration. 


The equally ticklish issue of aid 


for church schools was to be 
raised in the House Committee 
which is considering a companion 
measure to the Senate version.

Soys World 
in a State 
ofShock 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK (AP)—"The whole 


world is in a state of shock," 
said author John Steinbeck. "That 
is why people don't think. 


"You can't think when you're 


in a state of shock." 


At 59 Steinbeck, rated among 


the best of the United States' 
Jiving writers, has turned out 27 
books. His . latest novel, "The 
Winter of Our Discontent," will 
be published next month. 


But for 30 years Steinbeck also 


has made an intensive study of 
the Middle Ages, and feels man 
kind is again entering that kind 
of historical period. 


"Again we're seeing the break 


up of old forms of authority- 
religious, governmental, even pa 
rental—before 
established," 
cheerfully on a pipe in the study 
of his East Side home. 


"That's why people are so rest 


less and 
worried. 
They 
don't 


know what lo tie to. 


"There's even a new trend hi 


cocktail parties here. Instead of 
showing up with their husbands 
or wives or mistresses or lovers 
people bring their psychiatrisls. 


"Good Lord, the way we live,' 
But Steinbeck, who saw life in

bility requirements on a new old 
age medical care program in a 
news release issued by Gov. Orval 
E. Faubus. 


Welfare 
Department 
officials 


were not present at the news con 
'erence and Faubus had no com- 
ment on the release. 


Persons earning more than $1,- 


200 per year will be ineligible for 
:he new benefits, which take 
effect July 1. 


The Welfare Department 
esti- 


mated that 80,000 persons over 65 
will be eligible for benefits under 
the new program, passed in Con- 
fess last year. 


It did not take effect in Arkan- 


las because state matching funds 
were not available. 


The 1961 legislature provided a 


maximum of $2 million, starting 
July 1, for the program, but not 
all of this is expected to be avail- 
able because of lower revenue 
than had been anticipated. 


The new program covers the so- 


called medically indigent — per 
sons who are not actually on the 
welfare rolls but who are unable 
to pay for medical care. 


The rules will permit an income 


up to $1,500 a year if the applicant 
has dependents.
